OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


_ Believing that the people of Danbury do not care to read an ar- 
gument on the value of education and the importance of common 
schools, I do not deem it necessary that I should enter upon any 
lengthy or extended remarks relative to the schools of your town, for 
you are already aware of their condition. It is presumed that your 
previous committees have dwelt at length on short schools and poor 
school houses, until you are perfectly satisfied on that subject: con- 
sequently I propose to offer a few remarks on topics which the expe- 
rience of the past year has suggested. 

One great trial of our teachers in many schools is a lack of uniform- 
ity in text books. We have schools in town where there are as 
many as three or four authors upon the same subject; necessitating 
an equal number of classes, when, if proper books were used not 
more than two classes would be necessary. . While I would not ad- 
vise the too frequent change of text books in our schools, yet I would 
say, that for the benefit of their children, if nothing else, parents 
should see to it that they are supplied with proper text books. 

Another thing necessary to good schools is regularity of attendance. 
Pupils cannot make steady progress who’are more or less inconstant 
in attendance. The absence of a single day is detrimental, and 
frequent absence makes real progress almost impossible. Such pu- 
pils lose their interest in study, and as a consequence fall far behind 
their classmates who attend regularly, This is often a discourage- 
ment to teachers, and they fail to accomplish as good work as they 
otherwise would have done; and thus the injury, which it would seem 
ought only to affect the pupils who absent themselves, often proves 


: 
/ 
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a serious injury to the whole school. This iy another evil that pa- 
rents should guard against, and only allow their children to stay a- 
way from school for the most satisfactory reasons. Parents should 
give more hearty encouragement to teachers, and oftentimes judge 
their actions with more justice, instead of allowing their common 
sense to be blinded by their prejudice; for where parents, teachers 
and pupils heartily cooperate, the richest intellectual harvests are 
most abundant. I think in reviewing our schools for thd past year 
that considerable improvement has been made, still there is room for 
more improvement, and much may yet be done to elevate and render 
them still more useful. Our teachers have labored for the good of 
their schools but it is not to be expected that the same or equal suc- 
cess will crown the labors of every one, for all are not.alike capaci- 
tated for their work. Some teachers. may work as hard and strive 
as earnestly for the advancement of their pupils as do others, and 
still not meet with as good success. Below is presented a report of 
the several&districts. Our only means for judging of the success of 
a school, is what we can see at the time of visiting it, but when we 
hear of general satisfaction among parents and scholars, we consider 
it almost sure evidence of the success of a school.. 


Districr No. 1. 


Summer term taught by Miss M. Luctna Ropiz. Miss Robie is 
a teacher of some experience, and seemed to labor hard for the inter- 
est of her scholars, and the improvement manifested by the pupils at 
the closing examination, showed that she met with good success. 

Fall term taught by Miss Amenra A. Stevens. Miss Stevens is 
well capacitated for a teacher, and although the school is badly 
classified, owing to the different text books fn use, yet with hard — 
work and tireless perseverance she accomplished a good term’s work. 


District No. 2. 


Both terms taught by Miss Harrie C. Par. This school is so 
small that the degree of interest manifested in larger schools cannot 
be expected here, for with so few it is less interesting to both teacher 
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and pupils, nevertheless the recitations at the closing examination 
were very creditable.

District No. 4. 


Summer term taught by Miss Edna H. Emerson, a thorough and 
accomplished teacher, good order prevailed, and everything seemed 
to move with the regularity of clock work.’ This was Miss 
Emerson’s twentieth term, and we wish for the benefit of scholars, 
that the number of her schools might‘ be quadrupled. , 

Fall term taught by Miss Grace A: Sargent. ‘Miss Sargent is an 
excellent teacher. She labored faithfully for the good of her pupils, 
and they seemed to appreciate her labors, therefore the result was 
one of profit. 


Dist.» No. 5. 


Both terms ee by Miss Julia A. Davis. She accomplished a 
very good year’s work, and the examination at the close of the school 
showed that the pupils had a good understanding of what they had 
rere over during the two terms. 


Dist. No. 6. 


Summer term taught by Miss Lillian A. Fuller, a teacher of some 
experience, who had the faculty of making herself at home in the 
school room: the discipline was good, instruction thorough, and the 
school made good improvement. : 

Fall term taught by Miss Clara M. Farnum. Miss Farnum com- 
bines energy and tact, with kindness and familiarity, thus securing 
the good will of her pupils. The school gave good evidence of 
improvement. 
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Dist. No. 7. 


Both terms taught by Mrs. Celestia R. Eastman, Mrs. Eastman 
tried for the improvement,of her scholars, and most of them mani- 
fested a good interest, and made good improvement in their studies, 
but if the older scholars in our schools would remember what a 
help, instead of hindrance, they might be to their teachers, much 
more might be accomplished in many schools. 


Dist. No. 8. 


Both terms taught by Miss Clara A. Walker. This was a very 
quiet and orderly school. Miss Walker is a good. teacher and one 
acquainted with the wants of the school: she secured the good will of 
her scholars, and under her tuition, the school made good progress. 


Dist. No. 9. 


Summer term taught by Carrie F. Emmons. 

Fall term taught by Mrs. Sarah J. Stuart. Mrs. Stuart labored 
for the advancement of her scholars, met with good success, and the 
school was pleasant and profitable. 


Dist. No. 10. 


One term, taught by Miss Cora I. Sargent. Here we again find a 
small school, where it is impossible to awaken the interest that is 
found in our larger schools. The scholars were quiet and orderly, 
and seemed to have made good progress in their studies.
